paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorized  works  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of-  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved , that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a 
copy  of  the  new  Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their  intention  to 
apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a Private  Bill, 
together  with  a notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be 
strictly  adhered  to  for  the  future  : — 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only'  be  received 
by  the  House  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the 
session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be  presented  to 
the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which 
any  Private  Bill  may  be  referred  to  consider  and 
report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient  speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on 
Private  Bills,  in  the  event  of  promoters  not  being 
ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when  the  same 
have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure 
shall  be  reported  hack  to  the  House  forthwith, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

No.  253. 

A BY-LAW  TO  LICENSE  AND  REGULATE 
MILK  VENDORS. 


HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
IN  COUNCIL. 

ON  a Report,  dated  29th  October,  1895,  from  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting  that  the 
regulations  for  the  disposal  of  coal  lands,  the  property 
of  the  Dominion  Government  of  Manitoba,  the  North- 
west Territories  and  British  Columbia,  approved  by 
Order  in  Council  of  the  17th  September,  1889,  provide 
that  lands  containing  anthracite  coal  may  be  sold  at 
an  upset  price  of  $20  an  acre  cash,  and  coal  other 
than  anthracite  at  an  upset  price  of  $10  an  acre  cash, 
or  may  be  sold  at  public  competition. 

The  Minister  states  that  it  is  found  that  settlers 
living  at  a distance  from  coal  mines  which  are  being 
worked  by  persons  who  purchased  the  same  either 
from  the  crown  or  from  some  other  source,  are  taking 
coal  from  Dominion  lands  for  their  own  supply  and 
for  the  use  of  others,  without  permission.  These 
settlers  as  a rule  are  not  in  a position  to  purchase 
coal  lands  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
regulations,  and  as  they  cannot  obtain  permission  to 
mine  coal  by  paying  a royalty,  they  take  it  without 
authority.  * 

The  Minister  feels  that  it  would  be  a hardship  upon 
the  settlers  if  action  were  taken  against  them  for  lar- 
ceny, especially  as  many  of  them  are  willing  to  pay  a 
royalty  oil  the  coal  mined,  and  he,  the  Minister,  is  of 
the  opinion  that  some  regulation  should  be  adopted 
whereby  settlers  and  others  may  obtain  permission  to 
mine  coal  on  Dominion  lands  by  paying  a royalty. 

The  Minister,  after  consulting  with  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Dominion  Lands  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Mines  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  recommends 
that  ho  be  authorized  to  issue  yearly  permits  to  mine 
a certain  quantity  of  coal,  for  domestic  purposes  only, 
upon  payment  in  advance  of  a royalty  of  twenty  cents 
per  ton  for  anthracite  coal,  fifteen  cents  per  ton  for 
bituminous  coal,  and  ten  cents  per  ton  for  lignite  coal, 
and  that  this  regulation  if  approved  by  Your  Excel- 
lency shall  come  into  force  on  and  after  the  first  day 
of  January,  1896. 

The  Committee  submit  the  above  recommendation 
for  Your  Excellency’s  approval.

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  in  the  interest 
and  health  of  the  City  of  Victoria  that  all  milk 
vendors  shall  be  licensed  and  the  sale  of  milk  regu- 
lated : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria  as  follows  : — 

1.  All  dairymen  and  vendors  of  milk  shall  be 
licensed.  Any  person  or  persons  selling,  or  offering 
for  sale,  or  disposing  of  any  milk  or  cream  without 
first  having  obtained  a license  so  to  do  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  by-law,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of 
an  offence  and  punishable  as  hereinafter  provided. 

2.  Every  dairyman  or  person  wishing  to  sell  milk  in 
the  City  of  Victoria  shall  make  written  application  to 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  a permit  for  a license  so  to 
do  ; such  application  shall  be  in  the  form  “ A ” hereto 
annexed,  and  shall  contain  the  following  information : — 
The  name  and  address  of  the  applicant,  the  source  or 
sources  from  which  he  obtains  his  supply  of  milk,  and 
a written  agreement,  in  the  form  “B”  hereto  annexed, 
signed  by  the  farmer,  dairyman,  farmers  or  dairymen, 
from  whom  he  obtains  his  supply  of  milk,  stating  that 
he  is  or  they  are  willing  that  his  or  their  farm  or 
farms,  cows,  food,  and  water  supply  shall  be  inspected 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Medical  Health  Officer  and 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  City,  or  by  either  of 
them. 

3.  On  the  above  requirements  being  complied  with 
by  the  applicant,  and  on  the  Sanitary  Inspector  being 
satisfied  with  the  inspection  of  the  premises,  cows, 
food,  and  water  supply,  he  shall  grant  to  the  applicant 
a permit,  in  the  form  “ C ” hereto  annexed,  for  a 
license  to  vend  milk  in  the  city. 

4.  Every  applicant,  on  obtaining  such  permit,  shall 
register  his  name  and  address  with  the  Treasurer  and 
Collector  of  the  Corporation,  and  thereupon,  and  upon 
payment  of  the  fee  hereinafter  mentioned  and  the  pro- 
duction and  delivery  of  such  permit  as  aforesaid,  the 
said  Treasurer  and  Collector  is  hereby  authorized  to 
issue  a license  in  the  form  hereinafter  mentioned. 

5.  Such  license  shall  be  in  the  form  “ D ” hereunto 
annexed,  and  shall  expire  on  the  15th  day  of  January 
in  each  year,  unless  previously  cancelled  by  the  Board 
of  Health  of  the  said  City,  and  the  said  Treasurer  and 
Collector  shall  be  authorized  to  demand  and  receive 
for  the  use  of  the  Corporation  a fee  of  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  license  issued  as  aforesaid. 
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6.  A list  of  the  registered  and  licensed  milk  vendors

7.  The  licensee  shall  comply  with  all  the  clauses  of 
the  “Health  By-law  ” for  the  time  being  of  the  City. 

8.  The  licensee  shall  have  placed  in  a conspicuous 
place  on  every  waggon  or  vehicle  from  which  milk  is 
sold  the  name  of  the  licensee  and  the  number  ox  the 
owner’s  license,  and  on  every  milk  can  from  which 
milk  is  sold  the  name  of  the  farmer,  dairyman,  or 
person  who  supplied  the  milk  to  the  licensee.^ 

9.  The  licensee,  in  the  event  of  his  obtaining  any 
milk  from  any  other  farmer,  dairyman,  or  person  than 
those  mentioned  in  his  application,  shall  before  doing 
so  inform  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  shall  produce  to 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  a consent  in  writing  in  the

10.  The  licensee  shall  forfeit  his  license  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  penalties  of  this  by-law  if  at  any  time  he 
sells,  or  offers  for  sale,  milk  obtained  from  a farmer, 
dairyman,  or  person  who  refuses  to  sign  such  last- 
mentioned  consent,  or  having  signed,  refuses  to  have 
his  premises,  cows,  and  food  supply  inspected  by  the 
Medical  Health  Officer  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  or 
either  of  them. 

11.  All  milch  cows  and  cow-byres  or  sheds,  and  all 
dairies  or  other  places  at  which  milk  is  sold  or  kept 
for  general  use  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Medical  Health  Officer  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  or 
either  of  them.  And  all  such  places  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  kept  and  conducted  so  that  the  milk  shall  not  con- 
tain any  matter  or  thing  liable  to  produce  disease, 
either  by  reason  of  adulteration,  contamination  with 
sewerage,  absorption  of  disease  germs,  infection  of 
cows,  personal  uncleanliiiess,  or  any  other  recognized 
cause,  and  upon  such  condition  being  broken  the 
license  may  be  revoked  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

12.  Each  dairyman  or  milk  vendor  shall  comply 
with  the  various  clauses  of  the  “Health  By-law”  by 
giving  notice  to  the  Board  of  Health  of  any  cases  ot 
contagious  animal  diseases  occurring  amongst  his 
cattle  or  from  any  cattle  on  the  farm  from  which  he 
obtains  milk,  or  of  any  contagious  disease  named  in 
the  “ Health  By-law,”  in  his  family,  or  in  the  farm- 
house or  shop  at  which  or  in  which  the  milk  is  either 
sent  or  received.

“Election  Amendment  By-law,  1892,”  so  far  as  appli- 
cable and  not  inconsistent  with  this  by-law  and  the 
Municipal  Acts,  shall  be  read  with  and  form  part  of 
this  by-law. 

5.  William  King  Bull  is  hereby  appointed  the 
Returning  Officer  at  the  said  elections. 

6.  The  “Municipal  Election  By-law,  1895,”  is  hereby 
repealed. 

7.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Municipal 
Election  By-law,  1896.”

1.  The  nomination  of  candidates  for  the  respective 
offices  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Victoria 
shall  take  place  at  the  City  Hall,  in  the  aforesaid  CiW, 
on  Monday,  the  13th  day  of  January,  1896,  between 
the  hours  of  12  m.  and  2 p.m.  - 

2.  In  case  more  than  one  candidate  for  Mayor  is 
nominated  the  vote  of  the  electors  for  candidates  for 
the  said  office  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  in  the  Court 
Room,  in  the  City  Hall  aforesaid,  on  Thursday,  the 
16th  day  of  January,  1896,  between  the  hours  of  8 
a.m.  and  4 p.m. 


The  above  is  a true  copy  of  a by-law  passed  by
